Details : m Information provided by FBI Newark indicated that

County Detention Center by INS in York County, Pennsylvania, were 
associated with 5 Israeli Nationals who were being detained in 
the New York City area for po ssibly h avi ng prio r knowledge of the 
captioned terrorist attacks. I i and I I are employed by 

the same company, Urban Moving Systems, Inc., as the New York 
detainees .

J was interviewed 


by FBI Philadelphia on 09/17/2001 and 09/21/2001 with the 
following results. 

On March 21, 2001, I I arriv ed in U . S . on a 6- 

month Visa and went directly to Brooklyn, NY. I I stayed in 

the Jewish- Israeli part of town, residing at a place called 
"Rivka" (ph) . He came to the U.S. to travel as a tourist. He 
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came with a friend, I ~l LNU . He has no family in the U . S . He 

toured Manhattan, Brooklyn, went sightseeing and shopping. I 
stayed here 2-3 weeks. 


On approximately April 12, 2001, I 1 flew to 

Miami, FL. Israeli's in NY said he should visit Miami to have 
some fun dur ing his stay in the U.S. While in Miami, he lived ' 

with I I ( oh) I I and I ~ in an apartment bel onging 

to I I . at f \ FL - An 

Israeli he met in NY arranged for him to stay wiun I I. Here,

They didn't visit a cit y, but a place with a lake in the country- 
side, the name of which I I could not recall. 
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On appro ximatel y August 27, 2001, I I and 

were both in Brooklyn. I I worked f or Urban Moving Systems, 

Inc., Weehauken, New Jersey, and asked f I for help in a 

furniture delivery to Arkansas. 
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On September 10, 2001, I I agr eed to help I HI 

with another furniture delivery to Ohi~ I I and | ] 

visited the Urban Moving Systems storage location (same as the 
office location) in Weehauken, New Jersey, on the same day to 
pick-up the furniture. They departed New Jersey Monday evening, 
driving a Penske truck. At 11:30 pm, they were stopped by the 
Pennsylvania State Police for a traffic violation, on the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike . 

t u >"X On September 11, 2001, 1 ~~| and \Z I arrived in 

Worthington, Ohio, to deliver furniture. At the customer's 
residence, they saw on television what has happened in New York . 
with regard to the hijackings. They subsequently contacted their 

friends and family to inquire about their safety. FBI

(U) A toll receipt was later found in the Penske truck 

indicating that they entered the Chicago Skyway at 8:00 pm on 
September 11, 2001.

After 
finishing 12 years of school, he served his required 3 years in 
the Israeli Army. His service included 1 year in Lebanon and 2 
years doing security work within Israel . I I was discharged 

from the Israeli Army approximately 5 years ago and has been 
working for Electra, selling television and air conditioning 
parts. He planned to take the entrance exam for the university 
in nrt-nhp r 2001. I I was asked about \ 1 

[ and stated that they wouldn't wa nt him a nyway because 
he wasn ' t "motivated" (or strong) enough. I I stated that he

visiting from Israel. . .he later admitted that she did work in the 
U.S. selling jewelry, but didn’t want to get her in trouble). 

When questioned about whether he was untruthf ul about matters 
pertaining to the terrorist incident, I I said absolutely not.
